Meeting him on the oher side during 
her London campaign of 1901, she 
became his ally and his assistant 

The couple returned to America, 
but soon decided that Paris offered a 
more promising field for their genius, 
and, consequently, they journeyed 
there. accompanied by George Miller 
On this trip ‘‘Chicago May’’ poset 
as the wife of Miller. 

Shortly after their arrival the safe 
in the office of the American Express 
Company was blown open and a sum 
said to be nearly $20,000 was stol- 
en.

GOOD dinner ts a good thing— 
surely every one will admit that 
—but 4 good dinner, daintily 
served, vith charming § acces- 
sories, is even better; and the success- 
ful hostess is she who puts almost as 
much time, thought and skill into the 
arrangement of her table decorations as 
she does into the planning of her menu. 

The woman who is prenning a series 
of pretty dinner tables this fall will do 
well to look about her and meditate 
upon the possibilities that lie close to 
her hand.

A Water Motor 


ERE is a jolly toy which any 
one, boy or girl, can construct 
and have much fun with. 


Take a good-sized empty spool and 
four ordinary shells—mussel shells 
will do nicely.
